Will Result From 
Allied Occupation

‘qt is illegal now in. Germany 
for anyone to buy, sell or ex- 
change any of the 400-odd stamps 
jssued by the Nazi regime from 
1933 to 1945. 

“The law to this effect, which 
was drawn in Berlin by represent- 
atives of the four occupying pow- 

also orders that all official 
stocks be destroyed. In Berlin the 
of the main and districts 
offices, as well as minor pos- 
EF agencies, are being moved to 
one central spot and burned. The 
game steps are to be taken in the 
various occupation zones. 

“In the Russian zone, all dealing 
in Nazi issues has been banned for 
weeks. At the Leipzig Fair in May, 
anyone who offered Nazi stamps 
for sale was liable to a 20,000- 
mark fine. 

“Occupation authorities have an- 
nounced severe penalties for those 
preaking the law against trans- 
ferring,ownershi; of these stamps. 
Infringers may find themselves 
spending from one to five years in 

. prison, or paying a fine from 1,000 
to 50,000 marks or both. 

“One occupying power has gone 
further and insisted that all deal- 
ers’ stocks of these issues shall be 
confiscated 

“Germany’s black market in 
Nazi adhesives is mushrooming, 
prices are soaring and Berlin deal- 
ers are madly rushing about trying 
to buy “Hitler Heads” and “Brown 
Bands” as a result of the law, ac- 
cording to the British monthly, 
The Stamp Magazine. The reper- 
cusions are expected to be felt 
outside of Germany, too.” 

Wt this situation has come to 
pass, prices on the material invol- 
yed will soar to unexpected 
heights. Stamp collectors are not 
$0 biased as to follow in the foot- 
steps of the men responsible for 
such a ridiculous order. If stamps 
must be destroyed to wipe out 
the “stench” of Germany, why not 
take the whole country out and 
drop it in the ocean, There is 
just as much reason as to destroy 
these stamps. Better by far that 
they be confiscated under guid- 
ance of an experienced philatelist 
and the proceeds from their sale 
used to feed the hungry.

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Pictured above is a first day cover from the Argentine Republic, we note the stamp is a 5c blue 


and bears an inscription at the 


base, in very small block letters, 


reading “4 DE JUNIO DE 1946 / 


TRANSMISION DEL MANDO PRESIDENCIAL.”. The stamp is canceled with an attractive ob- 
long box within which is a post horn and the wording “DIA DE EMISION”, At the left side of 


the envelope is a nicely lithographed cachet which pictures the 


re-elected president Juan D. 


Perone and the vice president elect, Hortensio J. Quijano. Below this is an inscription which pro- 
claims these men as president and vice-president of the nation for the period 1946-1952. 

The cancelation date on this cover is June 4, the date that these men took office or were elected, 
we do not recollect which, but that is immaterial. The point is that these specially lithographed 
envelopes were evidently prepared in advance for the event which in the mind of President elect 
Perone must have been a foregone conclusion, thus we recognize this event as “An old Spanish 


Custom.” 


Direct Air Mail Service 
New York-Buenos 
Aires Inaugurated

The inauguration of direct air 
mail service between New York 
and South America via San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, on July 15, set a 
new precedent in international 
communications by making it pos- 
sible for letters to reach the 
Argentine a day and a half after 
they leave New York. 

Air mail to the Argentine was 
inaugurated over F. A. M. 9, across 
Panagra’s (Pan American-Grace 
Airways) west coast route on Oct- 
ober 8, 1929. In February of the | 
following year, the short-lived | 
NYRBA line initiated northbound | 
service from the Argentine and | 
Brazil to Miami, and on October | 
26, 1931, Pan-America’s east coast} 
route which had been operating as | 
far south as Santos, Brazil was | 
extended all the way to| 
Bneuos Aires. om

ed of flying boats which landed in | 
waterway harbors, and because

WANTS TO BUY BLOCK OF FOUR ALBUM 


Every week we receive several letters which after reading we 
@an only conclude that they come from thoroughly inexperienced 
tollectors. The problem then would seem to be, how to advise and 
how to acquaint this class of collector with the true objects and pur- 
pose of our sd There are so many new people starting to collect 

i359 stamps that a stamp paper might be _ published 
which would teach only the new collector, tell him 
something about the hobby and about how to col- 
lect and how to mount his stamps, After running 
for a full year the publisher could then reprint the 
paper for the next year and keep that up year ad- 
ter year as there are always enough new comers 
that the news or information therein would be 
new to them. At least that is the way it seems to 
us. We are constantly in receipt of inquiries that 
lead us to believe that such a plan would take care 
of a lot of collectors, but of course such a plan 
5 would not interest those who have been collecting 

_— for some time, so no such plan will ever be put in- 
Geo. W. Linn jo operation. There have been dozens of books 
written about stamps and stamp collecting, but I fail to know of a 
single one of them that fills the need for a book that will be a real 
guide and helpful to the beginner. No such book goes into enough de- 
tail or enough explanation to fully explain and argue out a matter, 
give reasons and tell all the angles for the new collector. If I ever 
have enough time on my hands to write such a book I feel that it 
would meet with great success, for there is nothing like it available 
and it would become a year round seller and sell year after year. 

Here is an example. A collector writes in and says, “I am in- 
terested in buying a block of four album, I have not seen them adver- 
tised but I would like some information on them if you have any. I 
also would like a description of the album and the cost.” 

It would appear from such a request that the man who made it 
does not stop to think over his own problems, Just what is a block of 
four album and how would it be made. 

Let us presume that this man means a block of four album for 
United States stamps only. Even if he meant for the world, the prob- 
lem would be the same, so we confine it to U. S. only to get down to 
facts. 

Is the collector going to try for all U. S. in blocks of four? No, 
he would skip the rare or high priced pieces because he could not af- 
ford them, thus many things have to be eliminated. Then he comes to 
the problem of just which stamps he will want to show and also to the 
problem of different sized blocks. He has to break up sets on to two 
or three pages to get them all in, in blocks of four. Will he arrange 
them in rows or will he make up attractive arrangements on the pages, 
The question soon becomes so complicated that anyone who will stop 
and think must conclude that a block of four album is simply im- 
possible to produce. Yes, of course one could be produced but there 
never would be enough sale for it to pay for the blank paper used in 
such an album. In other words collectors should think their problems 
over and they could settle a lot of them in their own minds by a 
little thought, 

There is however a block of four album available, there is also a 
plate number block album available, a cover album available. 

Any and all these albums are available if the collector will simply 
come down to earth and accept the standard type of album that is 
used by all the leading and advanced collectors, a plain quadrille 
background album which permits mounting anything on the pages 
that you care to mount and serves the purpose of any kind of an al- 
bum you have a preference for, 

If we could get beginners to start with an album of this type 
they would learn faster and get more interest from their collection, 

Phil Weiss of the Queen City Stamp Company of Cincinnati, has 
had the right slant on selling albums to young collectors for many 
years past and if other dealers would take the same interest in begin- 
ners and young collectors and try to start them right in the beginning, 
they would benefit the collector, make a better collector out of him 
and make better business for themselves. 

A cheap printed picture book album is O. K. for a three year old 
but a boy of ten to fifteen years is old enough to start with a proper 
album, a quadrille ruled page. 

Dealers should mount a set of stamps on a page of this type, take 
the same set and mount in several different ways, on some pages rule 
boxes or frames around the stamps, keep this set of pages framed on 
the wall to show young collectors how to mount stamps. Mr, Weiss al- 
ways said if a boy comes in and buys 50c worth of stamps and goes 
home and sticks them in a printed album, he can do so in a couple 
minutes and his money and the pleasure it brought him is gone, where- 
as if you learn him to mount in blank books and to rule borders a- 
round his stamps he may spend an hour or more in mounting the same 
fifty cents worth of stamps and he has had that hours pleasure from 
his spending. In the end he will be better pleased and eventually he 
will stand a better chance of being a collector for years to come, than 
in getting tired of the messed up printed album with lots of blank 
spaces staring at him. 

If all dealers would try and adopt this plan, they would profit 
by it and help develop better collectors at the same time. 

So this is a solution for your block of four album or for any other 
type of album that you want. Do not get ridiculous ideas, ideas that 
your own train ot thought should tell you are impractical. Get down 
to earth, adopt the tried and same way of mounting a collection, col- 
lect on blank pages and you have an album that will fit anything you 
care to collect.
